RN W.M.P. Report to Parliament 
Shows Violence Prevalent 

O-tawa The report of Inspector 
Jeuniags, commanding the Regina dis- 
tiiet of the RLN.W.M.P., incorporat- 
in the deportmental report sub- 
mi'ted by Premier Borden shows that 
ar ending September 30 
1912 3,811 cases had 
deal. with in the dis and 
convictions obtained against 2.- 
745 cases en'ered and 2,403 convic. 
jons obtained in 1911 At the time 
of the compilation of the 1912 report 
72 cases awaited trial 

The increase in the number if 
cases in 1912 as compared with 1911, 
Inspector Jennings points out, was 
nearly sixty per cent., and the in- 
crease in the number of convictions 
fifty-six per cent. 

There is, the report continues, a 
very noticeable increase in the nu- 
ber of crimes of violence and offences 
against the person This is, I think,

| Having seen in our last leszon the 
jentrance of sin juto this world and 
the love of God to sinners manifested 
in His seeking and flading and saving 
His erring ones and revealing to them 
| His plan of redemption by tie shed- 
ding of blood of an ianocent substi- 
tute, typifying the sacrifice to be offer- 
ed in due me on Golgotha, even the 
sacrifice of Himself, “the Lamb slain 
from the foundation of the world” 


(Rev, xiii, &), we now see in Cath 4° 


and Abel samples of all disobedie 
and obedient people—the ungodly, 
who lis'en to and fellow the devil, 
and the godly, who believe and obey 
God. Our. Lord Himself spdéke of 
Abel as a righteous man, whereas Cain 
is said to be “of that wicked one,’ 
and a woe is pronounced upon such 
as go in the way of Cain (Matt, 
xxili, 35; 1 John iil, 12; Jude 11). 
All religions and religious people are 
either of Cait or Abel. The devil ia 
very religious and will tolerate and 
encourage every kind of retigion that 
does not stand upon the great atone- 
_ ment, the precious blood of the substi- 
tute, the Lamb of God. 

It is impossible to know God or to 
approach Him or to worship Him ex- 
cept through Jesus Christ, even as He 
said: No man cometh unto the Fa her 
| but by me; und again: Neither know- 
eth any man the Father save the Son 
and he to whomsoever the Son will 
| reveal Him (John xiv, 6; Matt. xi, 27). 
| All religions are either a worship of 
| demons or of God, according to Deut. 
| xyxil, 17; 1 Cor, x, 20, and it is cer- 
tainly startling to think that they are 
worshiping God, while in truth it 1s 
the way of Cain, because Jesus is not 
accepted as God, and God's way of 
salvation is ignored. The only way 
of approach to God is plainly taught 
In Gen, iii, 21, as stated in last week's 
lesson, Both Cain and Abel and all 
the other children and grandchildren 
of Adam and Eve knew the way for 
Adam would not fail to teach ther, 
but some, like Abel, accepted God's 
way, while others, like Cain, listened 
to the adversery and rejected the sac- 
tifice and were therefore rejected by 
God, Cain and Abel are used as il 
lustrations of all the rest. The Phar 
isee and publican of Luke xviii, 10-14, 
show the same contrast, All who 
think that ‘hey are good enough and 
moral and honest and good citizens 
and not sinners, like some others, anl 
go about to establish their own right: 
eousness and will not submit to the 
righteousness of God (Rom x, 3) are 
on the line of Cain, 

Those who confess their sins and 
plead for mercy because of redemp 
tion are sure to get it. The presence 
of the Lord was manifest in the flam- 
ing sword at the east of the garden of 
Iden. There, or as near as possible 
to it, these brothers came, like others, 
to worship God. Abel came in God's 
appointed way with the sacrifice for 
sin, for “it is the blood that maketh 
an atonement” and “without shedding 
of blood is no remission” (Lev, xvil, 
11; Heb. ix, 22), Cain brought a 
more beautiful offering than Abel, but 
there was no sacrifice for sin, no shed- 
ding of blood, no submission or obed- 
lence to God, The one was accepted, 
the other rejected, but how could they 
tell? As we search the Scriptures to 
see how God accepted sacrifice we 
learn from Lev. ix, 24; Judg. vi, 21; 
1 Kings xviii, 38; 11 Chron, vil, 1; 
that His method was to send fire from 
heaven to consume the offering. 

As we see these two men and thelr 
offerings in the presence of the 
flaming sword we must conclude thit 
the fire touched Abel's offering and 
consumed it, while Cain's offering re- 
mained untouched. The sword of di- 
vine justice Cemanding a sacrifice for 
sin is no doubt referred to in Zech 
xiii, 7, iMustrated in Abraham with the 
fire and the knife, and in the four paa- 
sages just referred to, and fulfilled on 
Golgotha, 
| In the Lord's word to Cain in verse 
7 the words “Sin lieth at the door” 
are by Young translated “A sin offer- 
ing is crouching. He could easily 
have obtained a lamb for an offering, 
but that wouid have been an acknow- 
ledgment that his younger brother 
was right, and his pride and his rebel- 
lious heart would not suffer him so to 
do See him by his lie to God in 
verse 9 still further confessing him- 
self a ehild of the devil, the father of 
lies (John viii, 44). By his further 
word “Am I wy brother's keeper?” he 
represents all who care not for the 
welfure of others, but selfishly seek 
only their own, 

In Ex. xii, 4, our neighbor is the 
one with whom we can share the lamb; 
in the good Samaritan story it is the 
one in distress of any kind whem we 
may help, Note in verse 10 how the 
voice of his brother's blood cried un- 
to the Lord, and what shall be said 
of the blood shed on Golgotha, which 
is ever crying in salvation for those 
| who hear, but in vengeance for those 
who refuse? (11 Thess. i, 7, 8). May 
the two questions of Gen, ili, 9; Iv, 9; 
hold us in the power of the. Holy 
Spirit. “Where art thou?” “Where 
is thy brother?” The only way in 
which Cain could go out from the pre- 
sence of the Lord (verse 16) was by 
soing away from the place of His 
manifested presence in the garden of 
Eden.

At present these 
deficits have been met by, payments 
out of the current taxes and by 
overdratt on the bank, but a bylaw 
will be passed shortly to cover them. 
The citizens, we think, will not 
grudge the cost of these improve- 
ments. The firewalls will be a pos- 
itive gain, for they have already 
reduced fire insurance on the west 
side of Second Street elmost by 
half, and will pay their cost in three 
years. The plank sidewalks cover 
a large area and the cost will be 
slight on each owner of lots. The 
cement sidewalks are more expen- 
sive, but they were badly wanted, 
and were signed for almost unani 
mously by the business peop e on 
whose frontage they are. 

To return to the Council meeting. 
The $200 recommended by the 
finance committee was reduced to 
$ivo but it took a long time to do 
it. The Mayor was in tavor of the 
Council referring it back to the 
Finance Commitiee, and a resolu- 
tion was moved and carried to do 
this. Then as it was found that Mr. 
Brown the chairman of the Finance 
Committee was not present, the 
committee could not very well meet. 
The motion was therefore rescinded, 
and the Council debated the pay- 
ment again, 


SCHOOL BOARD TROUBLES 


A letter was read from the Schoo! 
Board making a final demand on 
the town for the amount they were 
entitled to for the current year. 
The Council was of the opinion that 
if they got theic proportion of the 
taxes collected they should be satis- 
fied, and a motion was passed to 
this effect, The Mayor said he had 
heard that the School Board mem- 
bers had been threatening to prose- 
cute the Town Council and make 
them hand over the whole amount 
at once. The old saying ‘‘It’s a 
dirty bird that fouls its own nest,” 
was very applicable to this case, for 
the school board ratepayers and the 
council ratepayers were substantially 
the same. The Board had as much 
money as they required now, and 
they should be satisfied to get their 
proportion of the money as it came 
in. 

ENGINEER'S REPORT 

The engineers report on the plank 
sidewalks, which caused much of 
the discussion on the hold-back (or 
hold-up, as one man called it) is as 
follows:

Gentlemen,— 
PLANK SIDEWALKS 


We are enclosing herewith our 
final estimate covering the construc- 
tion of the above walks, as built by 
the Bush Building and Contracting 
Co.. and Mr, Geo. H. Hill. 

As to the construction of these 
walks we do not know that we have 
any severe criticisms to make at this 
late date as we believe that an in- 
spector should have been employed 
to see that all the conditions of the 
specifications were carried out as 
the work progressed. The system 
of blocking under the walks is not 
at all as we intended it, or as shown 
on the plans, being a pile of one 
sized blocks instead of being placed 
in pyramid torm, with the largest 
blocks on the bottom. In many 
places the blocks such as they are 
are not substantialiy placed, and 
are liable to fall out in a year or so 
However, it may be that in any 
case, the whole set of walks should 
be gone over after the frost has 
come out of the ground in the spring 
and wedges placed so as to keep 
everything tight and in place. Then 
again we do not think you have 
made the best use of the excavated 
mi. grial, We had supposed that 
yo uld have had all this placed, 
on your main street down by the 
King Edward Hotel, as clause No. 
3 of the specifications provides for 
this, that is the surplus material 
may be hauled a distance of one 
mile if ordered, without extra re- 
muueration, In the case of Mr. 
Hill's work, we find that he has 
wasted his excavation material, and 
th ghade borrow pits along the 
ro. for the purpose of building up 
his crossings. We do not think 
that you should be called upon to 
pay for these borrow pits, unless 
they were ordered to be done in this 
way. For your information we 
have estimated these borrow pits at 
165 cu yds excavation, but have not 
included them in Mr, Hill's estimate, 
We would consider it proper for you 
to make some arrangements with 
the contractor to have all this sur- 
plus material cleaned up in the 


Spring. As it is the work looks 


very untidy. 
In conclusion we would 
in general we are well satisfied with

The material! is first class, and well 
within the terms of the specifica- 
tions. We however think that 
good wide-awake inspector might 
have earned his salary in correcting 
a few flaws that are almost imposs 
ible to repair now. 

The estimutes are now due and 
payable under the terms of the con- 
tract, less any deductions that you 
have to make such as old lumber, 
which was to be supplied to the 
contractor under the terms of the 
contract at $20 per thousand

EGG TRADE 


LOSS IN 


Government Will Attempt to Elimi+- 
ate Wasteful Methods 

Announcement is made by Dr. F. 
Torrance, Canadian live stock commts- 
sioner, that an investigation of the 
Canadian egg trade is being under- 
taken by the department. For some 
time it has been vecognized that thers 
is a great deterioraticn in the quali y 
of eggs during the period occupied be- 
tween the day on which they are pro- 
duced and that on which they reach 
the consumer It has been appareit 
also that the present system of pur- 
chase and of distribution has not tend 
ed to improve the situation 

To ascertain the exact percentage 
of loss met with in the egg trade and 
to gather data as to the exact cause 
or causes to which this loss should be 
attributed is the purpose of the in 
quiry which is now being made The 
wholesale egg dealers are being ap- 
proached at the present time with the 
view of obtaining information regar {- 
ing the exact grading according to the 
standards in use of the eggs which 
have been received during the past 
two years. 

From this data may be compnted th» 
yumber of rotten, dirty, cracked and 
bulk eggs which have been marketed 

The dealers approached have fully 
concurred in the value of this [nvesti 
gation and hive shown their willing- 
ness to assist and co-operate with th» 
department in the adoption of met) 
ods having for their object the elimt.- 
ation of the very considerable waste, 
which apparently it has hitherto been 
impossible to avoid 

The economic value of the poultry 
industry has been increasing froin 
vear to year, and such steps that may 
be taken to .ncrease the output of het 
ter products, cannot but result in de 
cidedly advancing the interests of th 
producers and satisfying tn a more 
comprehensive manner the needs of 
the consumer 


Potato Substitute 

A potato wit just a dash of chest- 
nut flavor .n it is what the United 
States Department of Agriculture ‘s 
said to have in the new tuber called 
a Dashen. 

The department has ready for dis- 
tribution through representatives in 
Congress one thousand bushels of 
seed Dashens, the semli-tropical tuber 
which, it is expected, will take the 
place of Irish potatoes in the south 
ern states. This is the first season 
in which such distribution will be 
made.

M. Nils Idman, manager of the 
Tammerfors branch of the local For 
enings Banken, was suddenly detatn- 
ed a few days age by the police upon 
orders received from the head office, | 
and after arrest the safe of the) 
branch under Idman's charge was 
| opened, but it was found to be empty. 
although {t should have contained, ac- 
| cording to the books, securities for to 
the amount of $210,000, 

Idman had devised an ingenious 
scheme. When customers’ were! 
granted loans against good securities 
the latter were of course, deposited 
in the safe; but Idman_ abstracted 
|them soon afterward and obtained 
loans on them on his own account 
from banks. His bank will have to 
;make good all the losses, the total 
amount of which is stated to be some 
thing between $1,000,000 and $2,500,

with private people.

Clock Without a Spring 

A unique timepiece has recently 
been invented by Eugene Walser, a 
waichmaker in Los Angeles. Four 
years of work has perfected a clock 
waich keeps accurate time, but is 
without a spring in its makeup, The 
motive power is gained by the clock 
rolling down an incline, regulated by 
a wonderful arrangement of weights 
on the inside of the clock. There Is 
no winding to be done, but every 30 
days the clock is lifted to the top of 
the Incline and begins to slide down- 
ward. The dial does not revolve 
with the case, but remains as an or- 
dinary dial with the figure 12 at the 
top. The incline is of polished wood, 
sixteen inches long, with an 8 12 
per cent grade, There is no relation 
between the wood and the clock; it 
is simply a matter of properly adjus:- 
ed weights which move the hands and 
control the downward motion of the 
timepiece.
